Drivers Take Note 

Registrar Riley, chairman of 
the Mass. Highway Safety Com¬ 
mittee, warns all persons under 
eighteen if their license is 
stamped that they can not drive 
between the hours of 1 and 5 a.m., 
that this law is still in effect, 
contrary to any rumors being 
spread by students or their pa¬ 
rents. If they are attending a 
prom they must be oil' the road by 
1 a.m. It is insufficient that they 
are on their way home. 

The Registrar points out that 
it is neither his intention nor 
that of the police to spoil the en¬ 
joyment of young people who at¬ 
tend these social affairs, but in 
too many instances in the past 
some of these young people have 
spoiled the enjoyment of their 
companions by reckless driving 
which resulted in serious acci¬ 
dents.

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works today agreed to 
study further means by which re¬ 
pairs to the Mittineague Bridge 
over the Westfield River, between 
West Springfield . and Agawam, 
could be undertaken wilder exist¬ 
ing laws. 

Senator George D. Hammond of 
Westfield, and Rep. George W. 
Porter of Agawam., conferred 
with Associate Commissioner 
Clarence S. Wilkinson and other 
Dl’W officials in Boston for more 
than two hours today, discussing 
alternate means by which the es¬ 
timated $42,500 project; could be 
begun with state aid. 

Traffic over the briidge is pre¬ 
sently restricted to patssenger ve¬ 
hicles, with speed restricted to 10 
miles per hour. Included in nec¬ 
essary repairs would be new deck 
paving, and perhaps additional 


work that might be revealed when 
the present deck could be remov¬ 
ed. Senator Hammond and Rep. 
Porter have asked for another 
conference at an early date. 

State aid would have to be un¬ 
der the usual provision of Chap¬ 
ter 90, which means, any state 
aid for this project would have 
to be deducted from amounts 
granted for highway work, ac¬ 
cording to Rep. George W. Por¬ 
ter. 

Representative Porter conferred 
with Walter T. Kerr, chairman of 
the Agawam Board of Selectmen, 
who will take up the Chapter 90 
financing with the West Spring-: 
field and Agawam Selectmen.

way back when . . . 


FISHING

Fishing, as an Agawam industry, began in 1685 when Deacon 
Burt, Miles Morgan and Thomas Mirrick were licensed to take fish 
from the Agawam River at Mittineague Falls. 

This location had always been a favorite spot for the Indians, 
whose wigwams were spread along the river during the summer 
from the present Agawam Bridge to the west end of Westfield. The 
open meadows along the river were fertile and easily available for 
their corn planting. In place of using seines or nets the Indians 
made curved stone walls in the water with narrow' openings so that 
when fish went through they were trapped and could be dipped out. 

Long after the first grist mill dam was built at Mittineague, 
fish were so plentiful that a man might take hundreds in a single 
day, shad, salmon tmd other kinds native to New England. They 
were taken with a scoop-net at the south side of the river where a 
gap left open in the dam allowed the fish free passage upstream. 

During the first years of settlement when the land v’as owmed 
by the town, the towrn meeting decided who was to have fishing 
rights. After the land had all been parcelled out to individual own¬ 
ers, the right to establish a fishery belonged to the owner of the 
land. He might sell the right if he v'ished each season. Indians 
were exempt from paying “ground rent” and kept returning each 
year to their old fishing grounds. 

Capt. Abel Cooley, whose house was on the corner of Main 
and Park Streets in West Springfield, allowed Indians to set up 
wigwams on his land. Many disappeared after the burning of 
Springfield but remnants of the Farmington and Stockbridge tribes 
returned each summer to the banks of the Connecticut to make 
brooms and baskets, to catch fish and drink Capt. Cooley’s cider. 

In later years several commercial fisheries did a thriving busi¬ 
ness along the Connecticut bank. Within Agawam bounds were at 
least three, Sucker Point owned by a Mr. Wolcott, Black Point and 
Lancton’s. One of these was at the foot of Leonard Street, w'here 
a fish ;wheel was in use until 1875. Haynes & Durfee and Frank 
arid James Leonard, Isaac Converse, his son Alonzo and a grandson 
all engaged in fishing. The Converse family lived in the first house 
below' South End Bridge, and had fishing rights in several places, 
one being on the east side of the river near Pecousic Brook and 
another in the vicinity of Burt’s Cove. 

Other fishing companies were strung along all the w’ay to South 
Hadley Falls and were known by such names as Red Gills, Squash 
Point, Beebe’s Fishing Place, Stub Hole, Hard Scrabble, Ashleys, and 
The Old Sluggard. Flat boats w'ere used for hauling the seines out 
into the river and large reels or “fish wheels” w'ere built on shore 
for winding and drying the net when not in use. The catch was 
sold on the beach, or to dealers who packed the fish for shipment. 

The decline of this industry has been attributed to the building 
of dams and to the use of gill nets by companies down-river in 
Connecticut.

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Peabody’s Six Point 

Amendment Program 


The need of our Commonwealth 
is excellence in governmental ad¬ 
ministration, in politics, in edu¬ 
cation, in our public morality. In 
our efforts to reach this state of 
excellence we must remember 
that one method is that of Con¬ 
stitutional Reform. 

Governor Peabody is support¬ 
ing a six-point program of 
amendments to the State Consti¬ 
tution. These amendments are to 
be considerecPby a joint conven¬ 
tion of the General Court which 
will be called on or before May 8, 
1963. All six are worthy of your 
understanding and support. 

H 1382 — Provides for election 
of the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor as a slate. This amend¬ 
ment would make our Constitu¬ 
tion conform with a Federal 
practice and would end the oc¬ 
casional embarrassments a Gov¬ 
ernor may be subjected to when 
the Lieutenant Governor is not of 
his political party. 

H 138G — Provides the Gover¬ 
nor with powers to reorganize 
executive departments and agen¬ 
cies. The President of the United 
States has similar powers on the 
Federal level. The amendment 
provides that the Legislature

must act upon the Governor’s 
proposal within sixty days of its 
submission. 

H 1384 — Frees municipali¬ 
ties from the need of applying to 
the Legislature for permission to 
conduct their own affairs. This 
would free the Legislature from 
a large burden of work and will 
at the same time allow munici¬ 
palities more opportunity to solve 
problems in their own way. The 
Legislature will retain the right 
to make General Laws affecting- 
all cities and towns including the 
setting of minimum salary and 
other standards. 

H 1385 — Provides for the 
abolition of the Executive Coun¬ 
cil. The State Senate would as¬ 
sume the duty of confirming 
judicial appointments. 

Sen 663 — Provides for limit¬ 
ing to six months the time during 
which the Legislature may sit. 
This amendment, already ap¬ 
proved by the previous Legisla¬ 
ture, may be placed on the ballot 
in 1964 if approved this year. 

Sen 665 — Establishes a four- 
year term for the Governor and 
all other Constitutional officers. 
This amendment, which conforms 
with Federal practice, will allow 
future Governors to plan and put 
into effect many long-range pro¬ 
grams now denied to them. This 
amendment was approved by the 
previous Legislature and may ap¬ 
pear on the ballot in 1964 if ap¬ 
proved this year. 

These amendments will bring 
our Commonwealth a stronger, 
better organized and vastly more 
efficient governmental structure. 
Both the Legislative and Execu¬ 
tive branches will benefit. 

We urge you to study and un¬ 
derstand these amendments.
